LONDON, Oct. 16,—(4)—De- 
cline in the power of Reichsmar-

If the Germans had any reserve 
air power, he told a press confer- 
ence, “they would have thrown it 
at us long ago. [ can’t believe,” he

Leigh- Mallory, who has been 
Gen. Eisenhower's air commander 
since the American Exeditonary 
Airforce was constituted last year, 
declared: 

“I think it must be evident to all

He paid high tribute to the 
American Eighth and Ninth Air- 
forces, saying the Americans have 


built up a wonderful tradition as a} 


gallant air fighting force. 

Reviewing the records of Amer- 
ican and British tactical forces, 
based on the continent, Leigh-Mal- 
lory disclosed that in August alone 
they had destroyed 873 German 
tanks, 12,441 motor transport ve- 
hicles, 1,413 locomotives, 5,926 
freight cars and 406 river barges.

As a result of charges that A. L. Henson, counsel for the Bureau 
of Unemployment Compensation of the State Department of Labor, 
was acting as “defense. attorney” for some Georgia business firms at 
the same time he was serving as “prosecuting attorney” in the case 
of other firms, Ben T. Huiet, commissioner of labor, held a hearing 


at which Henson decided to resign 


Marion Williamson, new di-? 


rector of the bureau of unem- 
ployment compensation,  partici- 
pated in the hearing: 


Following the hearing, Huiet 
yesterday made this statement: 

“It was represented to me that 
Henson’s private business was in- 
terfering with his services to the 
bureau. I left the matter up to 
him. Not wishing to have the 
appearance of any conflict of in- 
terests, he stated to me that he 
preferred to resign his connection. 
here and devote all of his time 
to the practice of law. 

“Henson’s service has at all 
times been eminently satisfactory. 
I regret to lose his services.” 


Though both Huiet and . Wil- 
liamson refused to divulge the 
details of the charges against 
Henson, The Constitution learned 
that representatives of business 
firms testified they had employed 
Henson as their attorney on un- 


employment compensation mat- 
ters several months ago—when | 
he was not in the employ of the} 
state. They said they paid him 
a retainer for a year’s service. 

Since returning to work with 
the state labor department, Hen- 
son has not refunded them a 
prorata share of their retainer 
fees, the businessmen _ testified. 
This left him in the position of 
still being their representative, 
as well as representing the state, 
it was pointed out. 


Huiet, who has just feturned 
from a national convention in Dal- 
las, Texas, called Henson and Wil- 
liamson to his office for a confer- 
ence. 


Henson formerly held the posi- 
tion which Williamson now fills. 
A columnist for former Gov. Tal- 
madge’s “Statesman” while work- 
ing for the state administration 
headed by Gov. Arnall, Henson 
was removed from the department 
several months ago in a dispute 
with J. E,. B. Stewart for the job. 
Applicants for director of the un- 
employment: compensation  divi- 
sion must have the approval of the 
Governor as well as the labor com- 
missioner. Neither Stewart nor 
Henson were employed.

MAKE LATEST U. S. SECRET WEAPON 


WITH THE 1ST ARMY IN GERMANY, Oct. 16.—(UP)—A 
home-made secret American weapon, which has played a domi- 
nant role in armored fighting since the St. Lo breakthrough, 
was revealed today as the “Rhino,” a tank with a plow. on the 
front, which buried many Germans in their fox holes. 

The idea for the hedge-busting Rhino was suggested by Sgt. 
Curtis G. Culin, of Cranford, N. J. It involves an attachment 
consisting of teeth which dig into an embankment and hold 
down the nose of the tank while the weight of the vehicle 
carries it through the embankment. 

The Rhino was not a pre-invasion weapon, but was devel- 
oped in Normandy as a field expedient to counteract hedgerows. 
It was built from materials at hand, mostly with iron from 
abandoned German tank traps. 

The hedgerows were almost insurmountable obstacles for 
our tanks. When the Shermans tried to crawl over them they 
exposed their vulnerable bellies and lost their field of fire. The 
Rhino was classified as a top secret and was withheld from 
combat until the day of the historic St. Lo offensive. Sgt. 
Culin and 3 officers received the Legion of Merit for the idea.

The Republican candidate for

The use of federal grants in 
cases involving a borderline of au- 
thority between the federal and 
local governments “is perfectly 
justified,” he remarked, but ad- 
vised that this aid be surrounded 
“by the proper safeguards.” 

A ‘plan presented by the Con- 
ference of Republican Governors 
at St. Louis in August was de- 
scribed by the Ohio governor as 
“middle-of-the-road solution.” He 
quoted: 

“When, and if, in case of na- 
tional necessity, there are public | 
works which may properly be the’ 
province of both federal and state 
or local governments, then grants 
in aid should be made by the fed- 
eral government to states or, 
through them, to their local gov- 
ernments, without conditions 
which invade the authority of 
state or local government.”

x This newspaper, after a long wait and a 

thorough examination into the speeches and positions of both candi- 
dates, has announced it will support Franklin D, Roosevelt. 


It is an important announcement for a number of reasons. Mr. 
Dewey ardently had courted the Times. The Times wanted to 
support some candidate other than Mr. Roosevelt. The Times is a 
conservative newspaper and possesses a not inconsiderable influence 
among conservative persons. It is not too much to say that the 
New York state vote being extremely close, this decision by the 
be eg may tip enough votes to Roosevelt to give him New York 
state. 

The Times didnot reach its decision easily. Said the editorial: 
“Ours has not been an easy choice... . There will be many who 
disagree with us, but this we know: That our decision is the. product 
of hard thinking and good conscience. As such we recommend it to 
our readers.” 

It was the issue of foreign policy which decided the Times. It 
reached the decision that on this issue “the scales tip heavily in 
favor of the Democratic party.” It listed three reasons for this 
viewpoint: 

1—The record and present position of the two parties themselves, 

2—The background of the two candidates themselves. 

3—The factor of experience. ) 

The Times found that Candidate Thomas E. Dewey had failed 
to “divorce” the isolationist from the internationalist elements in his 
party and also had failed to take a definite stand either way. 


The Times decided that not merely had the Democratic candi- 
date and platform made more forthright statements of policy but 


also is “more capable of promipt and decisive action.” 


I assume that every newspaper supporting Mr. Roosevelt went 
through a searching examination of its conscience and duty. before 
announcing its policy. Most of these newspapers have said, with the 
Times, that there is no such thing as an indispensable man; that in 
some respects an administration led by Dewey might do a better 
job in the domestic field, But the issues of the present are greater 
than these. 

No critic of the President may deny what the Times now says, 
and which other supporters of the President have been saying: 

1—That with all his inconsistencies, the fact remains that in the 
single greatest crisis of our times, when Britain stood alone as the 
outpost of civilization against the dark forces that threatened to 
engulf us, Mr. Roosevelt saw the issue clearly and met the issue 
boldly, 

2—In the acid test of the same crisig, Mr. Dewey, already an 
established national figure and an active candidate for his party’s 
presidential nomination, denounced the “interventionists” and ex- 

ressed his faith that the United States could find security in iso- 
ation. Mr. Dewey’s campaign has been disappointing in view of 
the necessity for plain speaking because of his earlier position. 


What brought most of the independent newspapers to Mr, Roose- 
velt’s side, and what enabled the Democratic newspapers to support 
him sincerely and with good conscience, was the fact that the great 
issues were two: winning the war and building on the victory a 
world peace, and providing a job plan for the postwar period so 
that our industrial and service plants may not subside into unem- 
ployment, As the Times concluded: : 

“We cannot dismiss as unimportant the fact that Mr. Roosevelt 
has a large first-Nand knowledge of the problems that will arise in 
the making of the peace, and that the great prestige and personal 
following among the plain people of the world which he has won 
with his war leadership, might easily prove itself to be. one of the 
most important cohesive forces binding together a new world 
organization in its first experimental years.” 


Democratic newspapers, seeing those facts, could with good con- 
science, support Mr. Roosevelt for another term. Newspapers of 
independent position, most of whom supported Willkie in 1940, can, 
and are, turning almost unanimously to Mr. Roosevelt. 


These reasons for supporting Mr. Roosevelt 
Strong Reasons are strong, sound and inevitable. They may 
not be dismissed. They cannot be ignored. 

All the poppycock clamor about loss of liberty; all the false issue 
of Communism in a country which has no Communistic strength; 
all the ridiculous ranting about “Sidney” within its borders, can- 
not drown out those arguments which tower like great mountains 
of truth above the frenzied shoutings of little minds below thém. 

There they are. Every honest man must meet them and ration- 
alize them with his own conscience.

If any person should prolong the 
war in Europe by a single day, 
he would kill or maim thousands 
of our boys who might have es- 
caped unhurt. That is an obvious 
truth and should be understood by 
the most simple. 


Since the defeat of Germany is 
now a certainty,.any effort to pro- 
long the slaughter seems madness; 
yet Hitler and Goebbels are doing 
their utmost to keep their people 
fighting and dying. 

To keep factory workers pro- 
ducing at top speed, and to keep 
soldiers fighting with undiminish- 
ed skill and ferocity, Dr. Goebbels 
must do one of two things. He 
must convince both workers and 
soldiers that victory is still pos- 
sible—that some secret weapon, 
now in preparation, will turn the 
tide if they will hold out until 
it is ready; or he must convince 
them that defeat will bring utter 
ruination and a degradation more 
terrible than death itself, 


Hope or despair will be equally 
effective. Men will fight bravely 
while they have hope of winning, 
but they will fight with equal 
bravery and greater ferocity if 
all hope is gone—if there is noth- 
ing to live for, and surrender 
would mean death or torture, or 
slavery, or national ruin and un- 
bearable humiliation. Thus des- 


perate men have fought in famous} 


last stands since history began. 
Dr. Goebbels’ propaganda has 
convinced many that another and 
more dreadful secret weapon will 
be ready soon; but hope deferred 
maketh the heart sick, and some- 
thing more is needed to keep up 
the morale of hard-pressed Ger- 
man soldiers. They must be con- 
vinced that defeat would mean the 
destruction of Germany and vir- 
tual enslavement of her people. 


Where can Goebbels find the 
evidence to convince them? All 
Germans know the story of Brit- 
ish and American softness after 
the last war. How can they be 
made to believe that we have 
changed and now plan their utter 
and final ruination? 


Dr. Goebbels has the proof. He 
need only quote the public state- 
ments of our high officials. True, 
these statements are only private 
opinions, expressed thoughtlessly 
and irresponsibly, but to the Ger- 
mans they seem official. and 
fraught with doom. 

Thus it follows, as the sum of 
two and two, that careless speech 
by our highest officials. will pro- 
long the war and doom many of 
our boys to death or mutilation.

Built on Half-Quotes 


WASHINGTON.—In several of his cam 
speeches Gov. Thomas E.. Dewey has ins that

Gov, Dewey in his Charleston, W. Va., speech lifted from the 
context of a statement made some years previous by Adolf Berle, 
assistant secretary of state and a long-time New Dealer, a sentence 
which seemed to say ‘almost the exact opposite from what Mr. 
Berle actually said. 

For this Dewey was denounced by the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
which accused him of “employing a device sometimes used by prose 
cutors whose zeal exceeds their scruples. . . .” : 

‘In the same speech Dewey isolated one sentence from a state 
ment made by Richard T. Frankenstene, vice president of the 
United Automobile Workers, in “an attempt,” as Mr. Frankensteen 
put it, “fo prove the exact opposite of my real meaning.” 

In that speech, also, the Republican candidate quoted Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace as saying last spring that the Washington picture 
might be described as “bureaucracy at its worst,” and that “it is 
utterly inexcusable in a nation at war.” 

Now, anyone reading that quotation by the New York Governor 
would, get the idea that Vice President Wallace had condemned 
bureaucracy as a whole, that he was leveling an indictment of in- 
competence against the whole governmental machine. 


But Mr. Wallace, as he has since pointed out, was not saying that 


‘at all. His entire attack had been aimed at the operations of certain 


government activities directed by Secretary of Commerce Jesse 

Jones, with whom he was engaged in a bitter feud at the time. 
Here again Dewey lifted a sentence from the context of a state- 

ment to give a-false impression of what actually had been said, 


: Likewise, in his Oklahoma City speech, 
Oklahoma City Dewey prefaced his attack on the. President 
by quoting a sentence from Mr. Roosevelt’s acceptance address, in 
which-the President said something to the effect that he would not 
campaign this year in the usual partisan political sense. 

What Dewey left out was the remainder of the President’s state- 
ment in that connection, that while setting that sort of program for 
himself he, nevertheless, would reserve the right to answer any 
misrepresentations that might be made of his administration. 

In other words, Dewey by quoting only a part of what the Presi- 
dent had said, was accusing him of disregarding a pledge not to 
engage in a partisan political campaign. 

It is possible to cite still other instances of the kind. Take the 
Seattle speech of Gov. Dewey, for example. There he seemed to 
condemn the Smith-Connally labor bill and plant the idea that it 
was an administration-sponsored measure supported by the Presi- 
dent, whereas the actual facts are that Mr. Roosevelt vetoed the bill 
and it was-passed over his veto by congress. 

If these are samples of the honesty we are to have in the spoken 
word of the government, in the event Dewey is elected President, 
then the country will be in a hellova fix. ’ 

No greater exhibition of dishoriest political tactics has been seen 
in a presidential campaign for decades. Dewey takes the cake. No 
fair-minded person can fail to condemn him for his m ta- 
tions, which are no more or less than the St. Louis tch 
says of them: “. . . a device sometimes used by prosecutors whose 
zeal exceeds their scruples.” 

Dewey's long service as a prosecuting attorney has evidently 
deluded him into thinking that the American people are to be 
treated in the same manner as the average jury before whom he 
was accustomed to appear. He offers any sort of half-baked evi- 
dence that suits his purpose, deliberately twisting the facts to suit 
his own argument. , 

Well, he will find out in November that the American people are 
not quite that dumb. Whatever chance he may have had in the 
beginning seems to have been lost by the liberties he has taken with 
the facts. Honesty is the one cardinal principle the people have 
come to insist upon in political campaigns. Too much of it has been 
lacking in Dewey’s campaign utterances.

Rauschenbush and here, in brief 
is what he wrote about the ab- 
sorption of industry by the gov- 
ernment: 

“The students coming from the

FDR Re-election Means Disunity 


To listen to Sidney Hillman, 
Harry Truman, Harold Ickes and 
others of Mr. Roosevelt’s most pas-, 
sionate supporters one might be 
led. to believe that his election to 
a fourth term is all that is neces- 
sary to bring about a combination 
of Utopia and the Millenium. But 
the case is not so simple as that. 
Indeed, the election of Mr. Roose- 
velt may produce even greater 
confusion at home and inject a 

brand of confusion into 
world affairs, even if none already 
existed. 

In the first place, Mr, Roose- 
velt, if elected, will not have a 
majority in either house to sup- 

rt him. He will not have a ma- 
ority even if there is a nominally 
technical Democratic majority in 
both houses, and even partisan 
Democrats, apeaking honestly, do 
not believe there is a fifty-fifty 
chance of a Democratic house. In 
the senate there may and probably 
will be a atic majority. 
But this will not be a pro-Roose- 
velt majority, for it must not be 
forgotten that Mr. Roosevelt’s bit- 
terest enemies are not to be found 
among Republicans but among the 
conservative Democrats who have 
persistently lined up lately with 
Republican forces, 

It is clear to all, I think, that 
the most important element in the 
reconstruction both at home and 
abroad is a government in which 
unity exists, a unity which can 
plan and carry through, both at 
home and abroad, programs which 
will be definite and certain of the 
support of the nation. Other na- 
tions will not this time go ahead 
confidently co-operating with a 
President while they are uncertain 
of the authority with which he 
speaks, an authority which can 
only come from a congress which 
supports him, Other nations have 
not forgotten the tragic results to 
the world of the Wilson adminis- 
tration, with a President pulling 
one way and congress another. 

The election of Mr. Roosevelt 
simultaneously with an opposition 
congress can set back peace and 
human progress by generations. 
This is especially true since Mr. 
Roosevelt’s taste for secrecy and 
for “deals” both at home and 
abroad and his attitude of con- 
tempt toward the representatives 
of the people in congress both tend 
to arouse hostility among large 
sections of the people. If Mr. 
Roosevelt is elected, the prospects 
of unity and strength which go 
with unity at the peace table are 
slight indeed. They grow less im- 
pressive as the campaign pro- 
gresses. The burden of responsi- 
bility for this situation lies as 
much in Mr, Roosevelt’s vanity, 
arrogance and vindictiveness as 


in the operations of party politics, | 


It is undeniable that the Presi- 
dent who will have so much to do 
with the safety and peace of gen- 
erations yet unborn should have 
at least a unified party behind 
him, and no one could say today 
that there’is any acthal unity in 
the Democratic party or indeed 
any prospect of it in the future. 
Win or lose, the Democratic party 
will be split like’ a cracked water- 
melon on November 8, 

the President is elected 
(which is the only fact which con- 
cerns us here) it will mean that 
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Sidney. Hillman and his Political 
Action Committee becomes a dom- 
inant force in the party, unless as 
in the case of John L. Lewis the 
President accepts Mr, Hillman’s 
cash contributions and _ support 
and then double-crosses him after- 
ward. In any case victory can 
only mean the defection of all the 
conservative and much of the lib- 
eral element of the Democratic 
arty. Victory may mean that 

r. Hillman has moved in, but 
it will also mean that the Dem- 
ocratic party is finished for a great 
many years to come. That the 
New Dealers have laid the foun- 
dations of a Labor party will be 
small consolation to organization 
Democrats. And all this can only 
weaken support of Mr. Roosevelt 
in congress and sharpen the bit- 
terness which already § exists 
among conservative Democratic 
ranks in both houses. 


At the moment the dominating 
forces in the Democratic party are 
the New Dealers and radicals of 
the Hillman-Browder stripe on the 
one hand and on the other the 
bosses of the corrupt political ma- 
chines—Hannegan, Flynn, Kelly 
and Hague, These forces are at 
war with each other. No other 
Democrats have any real voice in 
the policies or decisions of the 
party, for to all intents and pur- 
poses the Democratic party has be- 
come -Franklin D. ‘Roosevelt and 
for his election Mr. Roosevelt will 
be indebted almost entirely to the 
city bosses and the Hillmanites.

Reduce Weight 
By Decreasing 
Calorie Intake 


By IDA JEAN KAIN, 


A hundred million dollars is a 
staggering sum. But that is what 
Uncle Sam has said the women- 
folk spend a year on alterations 
for their clothes. Why can’t the 
manufacturers make clothes that 
come ‘a little closer to fitting the 
average woman’s figure than that? 


The answer is, they could? As 
most of us have found to our sor- 
row, the designers prefer to fash- 
ion clothes that glorify the tall 
streamlined figure, 5 foot 6 inches, 
weight 116 pounds, bust 34, waist 
24, hips 35 inches. Government 
statistics prove that 38,000,000 
women over 18 are shorter, taller, 
thinner or fatter and do not have 
streamlined proportions. 

To be specific: There are 2,- 
400,000 short slender women over 
18; 3,600,000 short average wom- 
en; 1,300,000 short heavy women; 
4,200,000 tall heavy women; 3,- 
700,000 slender average; 5,600,000 
heavy average women and 15,000,- 
000 are 5 feet to 5 feet 4, and 


| average a weight of 110 to 144 


pounds, 

Then why in the name of all 
that is reasonable are most of the 
clothes designed for the tall ema- 
ciated models who must have to 
practically starve to keep on earn- 
ing their bread and butter! It 
doesn’t make sense! 

What about the men? You don’t 
find them shelling out any such 
ridiculous sum for alterations. But 
it seems to me there are just about 
as many odd shapes and assorted 
sizes among men ag women! Their 
suits are made in standard sizes, 
but then they have the longs, the 
shorts and the stubs. And as a 
rule, there is no charge for alter- 
ations on men’s clothes. 

Why can’t we have some such 
arrangement for women’s clothes? 
Maybe one day we will, and the 
alteration bill can be cut way 
down. 

Meanwhile we can reduce it 
quite a little on our own account 
by keeping in good shape, which 
means specifically weight within 
10 per cent of normal for struc- 
ture, and measurements as follows 
—a waistline eight inches less than 
the bust—we can get by with six 
inches, with alterations—and hips 
that measure only two or three 
inches more than the bust. Those 
proportions are not only shapely, 
they are healthy. 

The only way to reduce the 
weight is to lessen the calorie in- 
take, but exercise is a Fifth Ave- 
nue trimming measure. Stretch- 
ing slims the waistline; backward 
arm swinging lifts the chest and 
leg swinging slims the hips.

Plan a Hallowen Party - 
Refreshments Are Easy, Informal 


By SALLY SAVER, 


Halloween is a made-to-ordér 
occasion for those who like their 
parties informal. Entertainment 
is easy because the mood is gay 
and casual and the simplest of 
refreshments are the ones tradi- 
tionally specified—doughnuts ‘and 
coffee, ginger cookies, popcorn, 
apples-on-stick, lollipops, hot spiced 
punch or other equally simple 
fare. Children especially love the 
delightfully spooky feeling of Hal- 
loween, 80 by all means let them 
have a party. These recipes are 
for easily made refreshments. 


APPLES-ON-A-STICK 
12 to 16 red apples 
2-3 cup dark molasses 
1 1-2 cups sugar 
1-3 teaspoon vinegar 
1-3 teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 teaspoons vanilla 
1-2 cup water. 


Wash apples thoroughly and dry 
completely. Remove stems, if-any, 
and insert lollypop stick in the 
stem. end of each apple, firmly. 
Boil molasses, sugar, water, vine- 
gar and salt without stirring, to 
270 degrees on candy thermometer, 
or until it becomes brittle when 
tried in cold water. Remove from 
fire, add butter and vanilla. Dip 
apples into the syrup, twirling to 
cover entire surface with glaze. 
Note: A bit of red food coloring 
may be added to syrup just before 
dipping apples. 

MOLASSES LOLLIPOPS 
(Pictured) 

1-2 cup dark molasses 

1 1-2 cups sugar 

1-2 cup water 

1 1-2 tablespoons vinegar 

1.4 teaspoon cream of tartar 

2 tablespoons butter or marga- 


+ 
1.8 teaspoon soda 
Mix sugar, water, vinegar and 
molasses, heat and stir until well 


blended. When boiling, add cream 
of tartar. Boil to 250 degrees 
on candy thermometer or until 
brittle when tested in cold water. 
When almost done add soda: and 
butter, stirring only to mix. Pour 
mixture into buttered muffin tins 
to cool or pour by tablespoonfuls 
on a flat greased surface, flatten- 
ing and shaping as a lollipop. 
When almost cool, insert wooden 
sticks or skewers. One side of 
lollipop may be decorated with 
aaa frosting to make funny 
aces. 


BUTTER FROSTING 

1-4 cup butter or margarine 

2 cups confectioners’ sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Dash of salt 

3 tablespoons cream, (about) 

Cream butter until soft; gradual- 
ly stir in 1 cup sugar, then vanilla 
and salt. Add remaining sugar 
alternately with cream, beating 
until smooth after each addition, 
and adding cream until it is just 
the consistency to spread. This 
will make enough frosting for the 
lollipops and for doughnuts, cup 
cakes or cookies to go with the 
punch or coffee.

Tommy 
Wilson is very happy today. He is 
the professional at the Brunswick 
Country Club and has everything 
under control. Golf had been 
somewhat off here, but now it is 
coming back with a bang under 
the direction of Wilson. 


WOODEN SHAFTS 


Tommy was talking today about 
the clubs hé had built for Bob 
Jones. “They were wood shafted 
with a bend at the top of the 
shaft,” he pointed out. 

A lot of answers have been giv- 
en as to why Bob Jones became 
the greatest golfer of all time. But 
Wilson explained it in very sim- 
ple terms. He never had any golf 
connection with Jones except to 
build the clubs for his first open 
victory. Tommy never gave Bob 
any lessons, but simply by observ- 
ation he came to the conclusion 
that Jones, playing well within 
himself at all times, could outlast 
the longer hitters, and all the rest. 

One thing sticks in Tommy’s 
mind. One day at East Lake he 
had three birdies and an eagle 
on four holes, but he didn’t win 
a hole from Jones. On No. 6 he 
was within inches of the cup, with 
Jones 30 feet away. Jones said, 
“Don’t get overconfident.” Then 
he calmly putted for a half. Well, 
Bob Jones was at Harvard then, 
studying law. 

He also was studying the game 
of golf. There never has been a 
scientist of, the game like him. 
He always had a shot figured out 
in his mind before he stepped up 
to swing at a ball. Which explains 
why he didn’t address a ball and 
take preliminary practice swings. 
Jones avoided tenseness by step- 
ping up and hitting the ball on 
the. nose. 

But getting back to Tommy Wil- 
son, who was next to the oldest 
Atlanta professional when he left 
to take a job in a great section of 
Georgia. On his showcase at the 
Brunswick club there a series of 
old Fox Movietone pictures, They 
are pictures of young Géne Dahl- 
bender at seven.

State Till Hit 
By Note Ruling 


Once again the Georgia supreme 
court has held that notes held by 
4 non-resident insurance company 
in its home office are not taxable 
by the state and the counties. 

The court yesterday refused to 
reverse seven previous rulings in 
similar tax cases, requested in a 
petition filed by Fulton county tax 
assessors. They appealed a case 
instituted by the Penn Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, which was in 
the courts seven years, 

The appellate :court held: 

“According to previous decisions 
by this court, construing Georgia 
Statutes, a promissory note exe- 
cuted by a resident of this state, 
but owned by a non-resident and 
held by him at his domicile out of 
this state, is to be taxed only if 
it is derived from or is used as an 
incident of property owned or 
| usiness conducted by the non- 
resident or his agent in Georgia, 
and this is true although the note 
may be secured by a mortgage on 
land situated in this state.” 

The court’s ruling affects hun- 


‘dreds of thousands of dollars in 


tax claims in Georgia coming 
under the intangibles tax law.
